Nights, and acither eat 
Bread . nor drank Water, nor no 
earthly thing ; then IT came to 
4. tceding upon the Word, and 
had experience that man doth 
not live by Bread alone, but by 
every Word that proceedeth out 
bf the Mouth of. the Lord. And 
when I. was teleaſed, _I-went to 
Iſaxc Burges, the man that com- 
mitted me, and diſcourſed with 


.him; and he was really Con- 


vinced of. the Truth, but could 
not, take up the Croſs; but was 
afterwards very loving to Friends, 
and ſtood 'by them upon all oc- 
caſions, and never Perſecuted a 
Friend any more: and when he 
cane unto this City , he came 


unto my Houſe to lee. me, and

And I have written theſe Things that 
Friends may be excouraged, and go 
os in the Faith, in the Work of the 
Lord : * For many have been the 
4 ryals, 1 ribulations and Afﬀiictions 
he which I have paſſed through, 
but the Lord hath delizered me out 
of them all ; Glory b- given to him, | 
aud bleſſed be his Nh for ever,
